ID UNFAIR 10 SENATORS 


Bacon Says Investigation Has 
Aroused an Entirely Ground- 
less Suspicion. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washingon, Jtne 7.— (Special. )— 
Scores of lobbyists are waiting 
with nervous impatience tonight 
the resumption of the lobby investiga- 
tion by the senate committee next 
week. They came to Washington on 
subpoena today not knowing the in- 
quiry had been adjourned over until 
Monday. Whether any of them have 
attempted improperly to influence Sen- 
ators or are mere legislative agents 
will be decided after they have given 
their testimony. 

Senator Bacon has been extremely 
trritated at the manner in which the 
investigation was conducted. He thinks 
the inquiry into the personal affairs 
of senators, the amount of their 
property. how it is investigated and 
whether they have been approached 
impropely, has caused an unfair and 
most unfortunate impression to get 
abroad in the country. 

“In so far as the inquiry sought to 
determine if there was a paid lobby 
in Washington, attempting to improp- 
erly influence legislation, the investi- 
gation was right and proper,’ said 
Mr. Bacon. “I have no ‘objection to 
anything that could be brought out so 
far as it affects myself, and presume 
that is true of all other senators. + 

,“At the same time it must be recoz- 
nized that such a personal investiga- 
tion into the private affairs and per- 
sonal acts of each senator must neces- 
sarily produce an unfortunate and 
vurndesirable impression in the pubtic 
rind. 

‘There hag been no charge that 
any serator is guilty of corruption 
or any improper conduct in connec- 
tion with the legislation, and I am 
suré that there is no ground for an) 
charge or suggestion to that effect. 

“And vet such an investigation must 
produce an impression on the publir 
mind that there is some ground for 
accusation or suspicion in that direc- 
tion, and for that reason it is en- 
tirely unjust to senators and conducive 
t» no good end. 

“Nothing is desirable which shakes 
public confidence in the integrity of 
public officers when there is no pos- 
sible ground for the same.”

That the discipline of prisoners has 
been demoralized in Fulton convict 
camps by the holding of continued 
religious services, the statement 
made by Captain Tom Donaldson, coun- 
ty chief of construction, Saturday, at 
the meeting of the improvement com- 
mittee.

Baseball Is Supplanting Cricket; 


France and England Adopt Game 


London, June 7.—Baseball is invad- 
ing France; the English people are 
dissatisfied with cricket and are be- 
ginning to look to the American game 
as @ substitute; Germany is awakening 
to a deep interest in outdoor sports 
with*‘the holding of the next Olympiad 
at Berlin; baseball has won Cuba, and 
is making rapid strides in Central 
America, and it has been introduced 
with marked success among the sav- 
ages of northern Luzon as a vent for 
their energies that in the past have 
been expended in head hunting and 
looting. In. England the question is 
becoming daily more interesting, and 
the situation here today gives rise to 
the question whether baseball is not 
to become a world game instead of an 
American pastime, with the logical out- 
come of international ¢ontests at the 
end of the season. P 


Crisis for Cricket. 

England's national game, cricket, is 
facing a crisis. The people are com- 
plaining that it {ts too slow, and it Is 
to its disad- 
vantage, to the snap, speed and sus- 
tained interest of baseball. Gate re- 
ceipts for the county championship 
matches have fallen so fast that cricket 
“fans” are worried over the future of 
the game. Crickey followers want ex- 
actly what the baseball public occa- 
sionally clamors for, more hard hit- 
ting. The great complaint is that the 
players of the present day are given 
too much to safe play, tnstead of tak- 
ing chances by hitting the ball hard. 

A game which requires two days, 


and seldom furnishes any exciting fin- 
ishes, seems at best very slow to 
Americans, but one of the complaints 
against cricket today is that the play- 
ers loaf at their work. They stroll 
onto the field; take long rests for tea, 
and generally waste time. Some news- 
papers are discussing changes in the 
rules, and among other suggestions 
are harder grounds and a “liver” ball 
to make play swifter. 


In England. 


But a more radical note is being 
heard with considerable insistence. 
Cricket not meeting the need ‘of the 
day in England, baseball is being seri- 
ously considered as a national substi- 
tute, and the question whether the 
great American game will not become 
the summer pastime of the British 
Isles is by no means idle gossip. Pro- 
posals have been made seriously by a 
number of English sporting writers 
that the American game be given a 
trial. These men are disgusted with 
the state of cricket, an ddeclare any 
hope of reforming that game. is ex- 
ceedingly remote, with the present au- 
thorities in control. 

Base@ball has already reached soma 
degree of popularity in Ireland, and a 
number of teams are playing ball in 
the Midlands. Several teams are plan- 
ning to play this summer ig London. 
Among those is a nine composed ex- 
clusively of the employees of a London 
branch of an American firm, and the 
Columbia Park Boys’ club, of San 
Francisco, now visiting England, will 
endeavor to introduce the game among 
the school boys here. 


Athletics Can Do Great Good 
lf Conducted in Sane Way, 
Say Iwo of World’s Experts 


Lausanne, Switzerland, June 7.—Pro- 
fessor W. M. Sloane, of Columbia uni- 
versity, New York, one of the American 
delegwates to the Olympic congress, and 
a member of the international Olymple | 
committee, in talking about the results | 
of the committee's recent work at Lau- 
sanne, has expressed himself as fol- 
lows: 

‘One must distinguish between the 
meeting of the international Olympic 
committee and the congress for the 
discussion of the psychology of sport, 
which was summoned and organized 
by the international Olymple commit: 
tee. 

“The work of the committee was 
most important. Progress was made in 
arranging for the Berlin Olympiad of 
1916, especially in summarizing for 
use the experience of the last Olym- 
piad (1912) at Stockholm. In some re- 
spects this was our great achievement 
in this meeting—that all the sugges- | 
tions for improvement from the va-' 
rious national Ol¥fmpic committees 
were prepared for incorporation in the 
arrangements for 1916. 

“Of almost equal importance was the 
completion of our arrangements for 
the congress to be held in Paris next 
year, for the preparation of a type 
Olympiad. That congress will be at- | 
tended by representatives from all the | 
national Olympte committees, and in 
commemoration of twenty years’ work 
will definitely settle questions of 
judges, ‘qualifications, entries, 


etc, 

‘The international Olympic commit- 
tee is in no sense a representative 
body. tl is self-perpetuating and ls 
the historical carrier of the Olympic 
idea. l1ts business is that of clearing | 
the way for the successive Olympiadas | 
and securing nations to act in turn as; 
hosts. It meets once every year. The 
congresses organized by the commit- 
tee meet at irregular intervals and 
have no continuity, adjourning sine die. 

Give Advice. 

“The give invaluable advice and dis- 
seminate knowledge and have hitherto 
had no representative character. That 
in Paris differs from all its 
predecessors in that respect. It will 
be a representative, aouthritative, in- 
ternational body, selected to settle vital 
questions, as those who participate as 
athletes in the Olympiads desire them 
to be settled. Its work done, it will 
adjourn not to meet again until sum- 
moned by the international Olympic 


Professor Guglielmo Ferrero, of Tu- 
rin university, the well-known histo- 
rian. in an address before the congress 
on sport from the point of view of an 
gave an interesting analysis 
of the real significance of sport under 
modern conditions of fiving. He said 
that the aendency for each set of men, 
whether men of sclence, artists, arcni- 
teots or commercial men, was to over- 


| 


rate the importance of thelr own line 
of work in relation to other work. 
“Sport may be considered as a nec- 
essary limitation imposed on the ex- 
cesses of an intellectual, sedentary 
State of civilization,” declared Profes- 
sor Ferrero, “which severely tries ths 
nervous system. Never has man lived 
in such a state of permanent and in- 
creasing excitement. If the anicenits 
could come to life again, their first im- 
pression, we may be sure, would be 
that men had become mad. This ax- 
treme mental tension throughout the 
world needs sometning to counterDbal- 
ance it. Might it not increase indefi- 


‘nitely until it entailed bankruptcy cf 


the entire nervous system? How long 
tnis nervous overexcitement can g0 
on is one of the most serious problenis 
of our times. 

Wholesome Diversion. 

“Sport may, if carried on in accord- 
ance with certain principles, become 
one of the limits set to overexcitement 
in one’s work. If it be practiced as 
a wholesome diversion, it will be a 
beneficent and recuperative force, act- 
ing upon the nerves above all. This is 
the ideal of sport, the only conception 
of it which is in no danger of running 
to extremes. An equalizing force, 
something to counterbalance the intel- 
lectual excesses of contemporary clv.!i- 
zation, sedentary, nervous and Kept in 
a continual turmoil—this is the best 
definition of sport. tI is as old as the 
world, but still it is the best definition. 
Spcrt is a force whose function it is 
to preserve the balance between ths 
various elements of social life, a force 
of equilibrium. 

“But if this conception of sport is to 
make way, we must be prepared for 
many disappointments. Man is natt- 
rally inclined to excess and never has 
a tendency to excess been greater than 
at present. The modern world @rgent- 
ly needs moderation, equilibrium ant 
harmony if it is not to perish by thea 
very excess of its energy. We are 
richer, more learned and more power- 
ful than our forefathers, but we have 
not become demi-gods because we 
have discovered America and inventel 
railways. We are still mere men. All 
the weaknesses which moralists of the 
past have discovered in us still exist. 

‘“*‘Moreover, we’ have to pay nature 
with her way of equalizing matters a 


_heavy price for the udvantagwes we are 


reaping from the accumulated labors 
of past generations, a price which 
takes the form of nervous diseases, 
madness, increasing frequency of sui- 
cide and increasing sterility. The mod- 
ern world suffers from excesses to 
which it gives way without admitting 
that it does so. Those who attempt 
to lead us back to a saner ideal of life 
render a service, the need for which 
is rhown more than by anything else 
by the fury with which this ideal Is 
apparently rejected.” 


Tennis Is International 
In Its Status These Days 


With eight countries competing for 
the Davis emblemized in the 
world's lawn tennis champlonship, 
there can be no further question as to 
the international status of tennis. The 
game, whether played upon grass or 
clay courts, is gaining steadily in pop- 
ularity in all parts of the world. Some 
idea of the hold that tennis has se- 
cured upon the amateur sportsmen in 
distant parts of the globe can be 
gathered from the fact that during 
the international play between the all- 
eams in Aus- 
tralia and New Zeland last winter, 
the net profits of the matches, derived 
from gate receipts and program sales, 
amounted to almost $20,000. 

This sum was divided equally be- 
tween the two tennis associations of 
the competing countries and has proved 
a source of considerable friction so far 
as the antipodean authorities are con- 
cerned. It was the original inten- 
tion of the Australasian association fo 
retain its share of the fund to finance 


cup, 


future international matches, both at 
home and abroad. Several of the as- 
sociate bodies have lodged a protest, 
Claiming that the receipts should be 
divided equally among the members of 
the nationg@? body. 

From Singapore comes a tale of dif- 
ficulties of an entirely different type, It 
concerns therunning off ofthe annual 
championship. Owing to the extreme 
heat experienced it is possible to play 
tennis only between the hours of 5 and 
6:15 p. m.: This 75-minute peptod ex- 
ists from shortly before sundown un- 
til twilight prevents further play. The 
game is extremely popular and there 
are. a large number of excellent play- 
ers in the Straits Settlement district. 
Last season close to 600 racquet wield- 
ers entered the title tournament. Whth 
a field of this size it required more 
than five weeks of daily play to decide 
the championship in singles and dou- 
bles. An even larger entry is prom- 
ised this year and the play is likely 
to extend over a period of six or gev- 
en weeks, 


It is quite within the bounds of pos- 
sibility that the Amateur Athletic as- i 
sociation will refuse to grant a permt, 
for such a trip.

Editor Atlanta Constitution: I think 
fairness to Mr. Frank requires that the 
clearly understand Mr. 
Dorsey's position as stated by him in 
his ecard in The Constitution of June 
6, and repeated in the papers yester- 
day, in reply to my statement that he 
proposes to use testimony which comes 
from witnesses as the result of tor- 
ture.

Driven to Hysterics.

After she left his 
office sne was taken to the dectectives’ 
torture chamber, and, according to The 
Atlanta Constitution, she there had tne 
third degree applied to her t« the 
point of exhaustion, after which, she 
made an affidavit, which the detec. 
tives, or some one, immediately gave 
Gut to the papers. 

The solicitor had no charge against 
this cook and did not suspect her of 
any crime. Yet Mr. Dorsey waives 
this aside as a trivial matter, not 
worthy to be discussed by him, be- 
cause he savs: “I welcome all evi- 
dence from any source,” clearly im- 
plying that he will take it from the 
torture chamber if it is offered to 
him. 

That he and the detectives violated 
the criminal law in arresting my cook 
when they had no charge against her 
and when they suspected her of no 
crime, I am told by lawyers, admits 
of no doubt. But this, Mr. Dorsey 
thinks, need not be discussed by him. 

Who Will Suffer Next? 

While Mr. Dorsey thinks all this is 
entirely proper, it is the next think 
to an impossibility to believe that 
many persons in the community will 
agree with him. Indeed, I would agree 
with him that he should use, even in 
the newspapers, torture chamber testi- 
mony to take away a mian’s life. 

When Mr. Dorsey introduces 
third-degree evidence to the jury, can 
it be supposed that he will at the 
same time’ tell the jury that it comes 
direct from the torture chamber? 

It is our time to suffer now. Can 
anyone tell whose turn will come next? 

I do not wish to be in any manner 
bitter toward Mr. Dorsey, even in my 
feelings, se it is so perfectly clear 
that his action is dictated bv a serious 
ake of judgment, and my only pur- 
is to let the community under- 
as thorougnly as I can, in the 
of fairness to my innocent 
nusband, that Mr Dorsey is proposing 
to third-degree torture chamber 
testimony in an effort to take his life. 
and that he thinks it fs perfectly prop- 
er for him to do so. 


Tortured Affidavits. 

Mr. Dorsey -and the detectives know 
that I cannot go onthe witness stand 
and deny the affidavits they have pub- 
lished in the newspapers, wrung from 
my cook in the torture chamber by the 
third-degree process, because I am in- 
formed that under the law a wife will 
not be permitted to testify either for 
or against her husband. The law puts 
this absolute seal upon my lps, and 
my only recourse is in letting the com- 
munity know the facts through the 
newspapers as far as I can. 

I know [ cannot Keep up with all the 
false affidavits and false rumors and 
innuendoes that have been so tIndus- 
triously put in the newspapers, but I 
feel that I should call attention in 
this instance to Mr. Dorsey's position,

Chicago, June 7.—Most college 
Zraduates enter business and soon 
thereafter are financtally able to mar- 
ry and most of the “sweet girl grad- 
uates wed, I am happy to say,” testi- 
fled Harry Pratt Judson, president of 
the University of Chicago, before the 
Illinois senate commission inquiring 
into the relation of low wages to vice 
today. 

Volunteering that 
young men” work their way through 
college, Mr. Judson said school and 
college courses should be shortened so 
young men and women could be 
started on the serious business of life 
earlier. 

Asked whether he thought the law 
should provide a minimum wage for 
minimum efficiency, Mr. Judson re- 
Plied that the efficient man could 
earn more than the law could provide, 
that industria] training might be pro- 
vided for thee semi-efficient, but for 
the inefficient Mr. Judson had no 
remedy. 

Men who are fitted for bank work 
are not the kind who would marry 
unless they could afford it, according 
to W. T. Abbott, vice president of the 
Central Trust company. He believed 
aman could marry on $1,000 a year. 
He thought establishment of minimum 
wage in a bank would destroy effici- 
ency. 

A. W. Harris, the third witness and 
president of Northwestern university,

Out of a lawless se 
ment, abandoned the blind 
and the gambler, there has been 
in four years, one of the most ideal 
country districts in the state the 
south, with acitizenry that has pledged 
itself neither -to smoke, chew nor 
drink, and td work for every form of 
civic righteousness that will aid the 
advancement of the community in 
which they live. 

Four years ago, this 
around the little station of 
on the Wadley Southern railroad, was 
Known as One of th® worst places in 
the county for blind tigers and 
gamblers. It was a community 
shunned by most men with families to 
rear, and located in a remote section 
of Laurens county, hard to reach by 
the sheriff and hisdeputies. The law- 
breakers had things pretty much their 
own way. The farming lands around 
Orianna are among the finest in this 
section of the country, and after a 
while began tc attract some good, 
honest law-abiding citizens to the 
community. These new-comers were 
loud in their praise of the lands, but 
did not like the lawless conditions 
that they found in and around 
Orianna. After a while, as they iIn- 
creased in numbers and several of the 
old residents joined in with them, they 
began to fight the evils with which 
their community was beset, and to 
drive away or subdue the lawless 
members of the section.

Think of this child and her almost 
superhuman task, aging even in her 
earliest youth under the pressure of 
duties far above her years and ex- 
posed daily to a horrible and linger- 
ing death; and then find it in your 
heart, if you can, to make light of or 
to minimize the efforts that are being 
made to relieve such cases. Of course, 
she seemed to have little realization 
of her danger. Notwithstanding her 
hard fate, the association nurses al- 
ways found her neat and cheerful as 
she appears in the picture. A tidy 
little housekeeper, she was making a 
heroic fight against surroundings that 
were unspeakably discouraging. But 
her resignation and unconsciousness 
of peril do not relieve of responsi- 
bility the community which allowed 
such a staggering burden to be im- 
posed upon her. 

The truth is that the public is just 
beginning to wake up to the serious- 
ness of the danger and of its duty to 
labor for the extermination of the 
scourge, which has been demonstrated 
to be entirely feasible. Tuberculosis 
kills 200,000 people each year in the 
United States, that is one in every 
two and three-quarter minutes that 
the clock ticks. One-seventh to one- 
tenth of all deaths are from this 
cause. Its ravages are greatest 
among the young. It Slays one-third 
of all those who die between the ages 
of 18 and 45. Its money cost to the 
people of the United States is esti- 
mated to be not less than a half bil- 
lion of dollars annually. Think of it. 
The toll in dollars and cents taken 
from the pockets of our people in a 
Single year by this monster would 
suffice to build the Panama canal* 
There are not less than one million 
people in the United States who are 
now in its clutches. 

In the light of these Startling facts, 
it may be of interest to the people to 
know just what the Atlanta associa- 
tion has done and is undértaking to 
do. Four trained social workers are 
employed every day visiting the homes 
of patients, supervising their nursing 
and teaching them how to prevent the 
spread of this communicable disease, 
and building up members of diseased 
households whose lowered vitality 
might make them more Hable to con- 
tract the plague. Of the individuals 
examined, 1,718 were found to be free 
fror the disease, precautionary exam- 
ination having been made of other 
members of the family where the con- 
tagion is found. Of those who were 
discovered to have the disease, 182 
have since died; 38 have been appar- 
ently cured; 46, upon decided improve- 
ment, gave up the treatment; 137 he- 
came discouraged and abandoned the 
treatment before they had had time 
to experience any improvement. There 
are about five hundred patients under 
treatment at the present time. Many 
of these have been sent to the state 
or city sanitarlum. 

The aim of the organization is to 
locate every indigent tubercular pa- 
tient In Fulton county, to Investigate 
his social condition and to give dis- 
pensary treatment where it is needed, 
Through its trained nurses it will 
supervise the sanitation of diseased 
homes, and when possible make ar- 
rangements for the admission of pa- 
tients to sanitaria where they can re- 
ceive the most skillful treatment. The 
work is carried on in co-operation 
with the Associated Charities anid with 
state and city boards of health. 

One most pressing need that is en- 
countered in the battle with consump- 
tion is for a more accurate and ef- 
fective registration of communicative 
diseases. Under the system now in 
vogue in Atlanta considerable diffi- 
culty is experienced in locating tuber- 
culosis patients. When physicians are 
required to report promptly for regis- 
tration every case that comes within 
their knowledge and the necessary 
funds are forthcoming to carry on 
the work, it is believed that rapid 
progress will be made toward thé ulti< 
mate elimination of the scourge, with

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There are more than five thousand 
people in the city of Atlanta who are 
suffering with tuberculosis in serious 
form. These five thousand are expos- 
ing daily to this dread disease twenty-

lation of two hundred thousand who 
are forced into close daily contact 
with the fatal and infectious white 
plague. 

The records of the city health board 
Show that the deaths from the dis- 
ease reported in 1910 numbered, ne- 
groes, 155; whites, 135; in 1911, ne- 
groes, 184; whites 141: in 1912, ne- 
groes, 182; whites, 142. These figures 
demonstrate that there has been no 
decrease in the number of victims of 
the awful malady. Eliminating from 
view entirely the suffering and toil 
and thheartache and despair that have 
resulted from it, the cost in cold dol- 
5 lars and cents to the city ig esti- 
She mated at $2,500,000 annually.

No more convincing illustration of con- 
ditions which exist and of their dan- 
wer could be afforded than is shown 
ir. pictures which have been taken by 
the association of localities almost in 
the theart of Atlanta, within a few 
minutes’ walk from the business sec- 
tion of the city. 

Danger From Washerwomen. 

An exterior view shows the hut of 
a negro woman who was compelled to 
earn a living for herself and her tu- 
berculous husband at the washtub. On 
a bed in the corner Hes the man in 
the last stages of the disease, while 
there may be seen heaped upon the 
floor piles of freshly laundered 
clothes. Af course, the furniture, the 
floor, the very air of the place is 
loaded with the deadly tubercle germs 
Now, this woman did the washing for 
ten white families, every member of 
which was constantly exposed to in- 
fection This is only one case among 
many that might be equally to the 
pornt.

rubbish and filthy scraps ot 
papers strewing the ground directly 
under the lines on which the clothes 
are hanging. When the washing is 
over the water from the tubs is pour- 
ed out on the ground and flows intc 
the street, a thick stream of pollution 
and disease germs. Pools of dirty 
water stand there continually. 
Negroes Not Responsible. 

Victims of cruel circumstance, these 
washerwomen are not to be blamed 
for the condition amid which they 
live. They are unable to earn a liv- 
ing In any other way than by wash- 
ing. They are not responsible for the 
surface closets and the other filthy 
surroundings in which they move. On 
the owners of the houses and on the 
city at large rests the responsibility 
for these. Yards like those shown ‘in 
the picture on this page are fertile 
breeders not only of tuberculosis, but 
of many other deadly diseases, includ- 
ing typhoid. 

It is to eliminate just such condl- 
tions that the association !s laboring. 
In the particular case to which allu- 
sion has been made, the patient was 
sent to the tuberculosis ganitarium, te 
house fumigated, the yard cleaned, 
other members of the family examined 
and a rigid oversight instituted to 
prevent the spread of the contagion 
to others. This was not accomplished 
without great difficulty. The negroes 
are superstitious and prejudiced 
against the work of the association. 
They Lelleve that their relatives are 
heing carried away to the sanitarium 
to die and that they will never see 
them again. In this case and in many 
others, that is true because the pa- 
tients are already in a hopeless stage 
of the disease when discovered. 

Similar Conditions Among Whites. 

Conditions almost, if not quite as 
bad as these, exist among the whites, 
too, who, stricken with poverty, dis- 
couragement and disease, have no 
strength left to offer resistance to 
their surroundings. Take the case ot 
the little white girl in the picture, a 
pathetic instance, indeed. Here was a

BY THE CITY’ FEDERATION 


Since the meeting of the City Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs’ Friday, 
when they issued their year book con- 
taining the names of eighty-four fed- 
erated organizations with their ac- 
tivities, there have been other organi- 
zations added, so states Mrs. Charles 
J. Haden, president of the City Fed- 
eration, when discussing the work of 
Atlanta’s organized women at their 
semi-annual meeting. 

The year book contains a complete 
list of the organizations doing active 
work in Atlanta and has been worked 
out and compiled by the secretary of 
the City Federation, Mrs. William 
Percy, assisted by the officers of th 
federation and others. 

The purpose of the organization is 
clearly set forth by Mrs. Haden, the 
president, when in the foreword she 
States: 

Purpose of the Book. 

“The record of fifteen years of fed- 
erated work vindicates the wisdom of 
those who founded the City Federa- 
tion of Women’s Cluds. Growing in 
numbers and influence as year follow- 
ed year, the federation now has upon 
its rolls more than 8,900 members. Its 
aid has been sought and given in 
nearly every noble enterprise project- 
ed for the welfare of Atlanta and for 
the people of Georgia, 

“The federated women move for- 
ward without discord, do their work 
uncomplainingly, expect no reward 
except a sense of duty well performed 
and the joy of looking upon a civic 
life growine better every day. 

“Unfettered by political obligations, 
free of motives of selfish gain, the 
women’s organizations are 
solely to the public good. And this 
being known, commands an universal 
confidence to a degree enjoyed per- 
haps by no other organization. 

“The City Federation has proved 
convincingly, even to those once prone 
to cavil, that women owe a duty ta 
the public, payable in a public way, 
through united effort. And havin:t 
proven this, the public has learned to 
depend upon them in their federated 
capacity to accomplish undertakings 
which have hitherto fallen short of 
positive cuccess. 

“Victories of civilization are nov: 
coming, in the fullness of time, through, 
the peace armies of united women--- 
coming so silently and stealthily thag 
conquests are complete before tha: 
battle heard. And with it all, ne 
charge or complaint that they have: 
disturbed that calm which attends the

RELIGION AND THE NEGRO. 


H. H. Proctor, pastor of the First Con- 
gregational church, colored, of Atlanta, is 
one of the soundest and most practical of 
the leaders of the negro. In a recent ser- 
mon he emphasized an idea often advanced 
by The Constitution, and that is that re 
ligion must largely be depended upon to 
save the race from the perils facing it in 
common with the white race. In part he 
said: 

Our race today in the midst of its 
general prosperity needs to take coun- 
cil from the heart of its fathers in the 
day of their. adversity. Heart- 
felt religion is the solution of Jesus 
for the problem of the races. Both the 
industrial and literary types of edu- 
cation may be helpful, but the root of 
the trouble is not in the hands or 
the heads of the people, but in their 
hearts. 


All this is quite true. The negro popula- 
tion of ante-bellum days was orderly and 
law-abiding for two reasons, chiefly: (1) 
The white man’s civilization had the power 
to enforce regulations and _ restraints it 
knew to be good for this child race; (2) it 
was able to enforce and fortify those man- 
dates by kindling religion in the heart of 
the negro, and it accomplished this latter 
task by sending missionaries among the n¢ 
groes. The Sunday school taught the 
mistress of the plantation was one of the 
civilizing influences of the patriarchal era. 

With the civil war the white men’s first 
avenue to aid the negro, his power to en- 
force mandates, was destroyed. The other 
resort, that of religion, should have been 
made to do double duty and gradually to 
solve, for the negro’s sake and our own, all 
the hard and dangerous problems that rose 
out of emancipation and reconstruction. In 
the old days the negro could be approached 
and largely controlled by his religious in- 
stinct, the cultivation of which in him was 
comparatively a simple matter. He is even 
today susceptible to that same influence, 
but who is exerting it upon him? Mainly 
his own people, and while they are making 
substantial headway, they are having only 
sporadic co-operation from the white race, 
which is largely busying itself with Africa 
and China. 3 

As The _ Cohstitution has said, if the 
Christian churches of this country spent 
half as much money Christianizing the ne- 
groes of America as Christianizing the 
heathen across the ocean, the racial problem 
would be materially mitigated. The white 
man’s civilization would today be almost 
nowhere without its religion. What are we 
doing to take that constructive agency to 
the untutored negro, whose inefficiency and 
disease menace our Own system almost as 
much as his own? Practically nothing!

Public Water Supplies Are 
Analyzed by the State Board 


In May, 1910, the Georgia State Board of 
Health established a laboratory for the 
chemical and bacteriological examination of 
water samples from the public water sup- 
plies of the state. In this work the board 
followed the example set by progressive 
state boards all over the country. Many 
of these boards have for twenty years or 
longer carried out extensive investigations 
in regard to water supplies, realizing that a 
safe water supply is one of 
assets of any community. To show the im- 
portance of such investigations it may be 
stated that in 1911 the Illinois legislature ap- 
propriated $15,000 for the use of the state 
water survey, while similar amounts are 
appropriated every year by Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, New York and other states. 

The inspections of watersheds, filter 
plants and all methods of purification are 
carried out in connection with this work 
and since the inspections were started in 
August, 1911, about thirty Georgia cities 
have been visited for the purpose. Detailed 
reports of the conditions found and the re- 
sults of analyses of samples subsequently 
examined, have been completed in over half 
these cases. Altogether nearly 900 samples 
have been analyzed, more than one hundred 
public supplies contributing samples. 

Among the plants recently inspected are 
those at Gainesville, Tocaoa, Elberton, Rome, 
Cartersville, Calhoun, Dalton, Cedartown, 
LaGrange, West Point, Milledgeville, Coving- 
ton, Eatonton and Jackson. 

About twenty requests for the examina- 
tion of samples from ptiblic water supplies 
have been received within the last few 
weeks showing that there is a growing 
realization of the need of frequent analyses 
of samples of water furnished to the puhilic.

Rich Men’s Financial “Follies.” 


Though it is undoubtedly true that the 
losses of investors lured into mistakes by 
extravagant advertisements in conscienceless 
newspapers or by cunningly writen circular 
letter run into many millions yearly, they are 
probably exceeded in amount by the losses 
that aré made in securities of doubtful merit 
hy even the shrewdest and most successful 
business men. Not infrequently, a case of the 
latter kind comes to light, where the “victim” 
is found to have been some man of great 
prominence in the financial world. He may 
even have been one of those commonly cred- 
ited with some mysterious faculty for achiev- 
ing success in the investment markets—per- 
haps, one of those whose successes are some- 
times ascribed to “inside information” and 
other like advantages not possessed by the 
average investor. 

For example, it was shown by the expert 
appraisal of the $70,000,000 estate of the late 
Edward H. Harriman that that great rail- 
road genius and financier had among his 
holdings of securities worthless stocks and 
honds of the par value of more than $4,000,- 
000. Several millions of such securities were 
reported the experts who completed in 
April last their appraisal of the real and per- 
sonal property of the possessor of the great 
Astor fortune, who lost his life in the Titanic 
disaster in the spring of 1912. And while 
these instances are being noticed widely in 
the current news, similar instances can be 
recalled from the older records. Appraisers 
of the $66,000,000 estate of Russell Sage, who 
died in 1906, reported as worthless a miscel- 
laneous lot of stocks and bonds, amounting 
to about $1,000,000 par value. Among the 
securities in the $75,000,000 estate of Jay 
Gould, who died in 1892, there were worth- 
less issues of the face value of $2,000,000. 

But, however striking these examples of 
unwise investments made by men so able to 
command investment wisdom, there is little 
in them that should cause the investor of 
more limited resources to despair.

little, if amy, expectation of return.

The Hottest and Coldest State.

From weather bureau data covering a 
period of fourteen years, it has been dis- 
covered that the average temperature of 
the United States is 52.9 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and the annual amount of rainfall is 1,308 
cubic miles. 

The state of Arizona had the lowest 
amount of annual precipitation, 5.8 inches, 
of any state during the fourteen years which 
extended from 1891 to 1904 inclusive. Ala- 
bama had the greatest amount of rainfall, 
71.6 inches. 

The state having the lowest average 
temperature was North Dakota, 35.5 degrees. 
Florida had the’ highest temperature, 71.8 
degrees.

Washington, D. C., June 7.—(Special.)— 
“The White Badge of Cruelty” is the name 
bird lovers have given to aigrettes and os- 
prey plumes, awhich the Underwood tariff 
bill bars from importation into this country. 

To secure these delicate, waving white 
plumes grown birds are killed and the young 
ones are left to die of starvation. of 
course, not all aigrettes worn in Miladi’s 
hair and on her hats are imported Some 
egrets are found in Florida; one traveler 
reports having found twenty-eight dead on 
the ground, stripped of their plumes and 
the young ones dead in me nests above. 

France and Austria have protested against 
the ban proposed to be placed on these Im- 
ports since milliners of Paris and Vienna 
have a persona! interest in the business of 
furnishing aigrettes. But the wide-spread 
movement among women in England and 
America not to wear anything which repre- 
sents ruthiess slaughter has fixed the doom 
of the “white badge.” 

Dr. William T. Hornady, of the New York 
Zoological society, appeared before the sen- 
ate finance committee recently to urge the 
exclusion from imports’ of the feathers. 
wings and other parts of game birds. This 
will be done, ostrich plumes atone being ex- 
cepted. He said the slaughter of hundreds 
of varieties of beautiful birds was threat- 
ened. 

He made the statement that durine three 
months of the 1911 season in London, sales 
of feathers were made representing 223,490 
choice birds. These had been slaughtered 
in many parts of the world. He told of one 
American who undertook to kill 500,000 
birds that inhabited Laysan island in the 
Pacific. With the aid of a band of Japanese 
laborers Max Schlemmer had annihilated 
300,000 albatrosses, gulls, terns and eshear- 
waters, when the United States government 
stopped the slaughter. 

“The repulsive and horrifying slaughter 
of wild birds for forty years has been fu- 
riously proceeding,” said Dr. Hornady. “This 
has so enormously reduced the total supply 
of bird life that today drastic measures are 
being enacted into law, which ten years ago 
were regarded as wildly impossible of enact- 
ment. 

“The time has come when the Christian 
nations of Europe and America must reso- 
lutely stop this commercial slaughter, 
else see hundreds of species of the most 
beautiful and interesting birds of the world 
absolutely exterminated. Y appear here to 
ask congress to stop absolutely the activi- 
ties of the American people in the extermi- 
nation of birds for millinery purposes. This 
slaughter is so fiercely vigorous, so relent- 
less and so cruel that species are being 
exterminated at a rate so alarming as to 
arrest the attention of all civilized nations.”

Importers of toilet soaps 
are urging this to show that competition 
already exists under the present customs 
laws. At present perfumed tollet soaps are 
taxed 50 per cent ad valorem, but the im- 
porters are asking that the highest rate be 
made 25 per cent ad valorem. The rates 
fixed in the Underwood bill range from 6 to 
40 per cent

A Glimpse Over the Works. 

One glimpse at the portions of the 
enormous undertaking already com- 
pleted will convince anyone of the 
fact that for many ages the works will 
stand the assaults of time. In the up- 
per right hand corner of the group of 
pictures on this page is seen the big 
dam, made of stone and concrete, and 
reinforced with iron, stretching across 
the Tallulah gorge. The photograph 
was taken over 300 yards away, at the 
top of the bluff where the railroad 
track passes, and it reveals the immen.- 
sity of the structure.

A 600-Foot Drop. 

In five great iron tubes the water 
will drop from this reservoir a dis- 
tance of 600 feet into the power house.

The Birth of the Flag. 


In response to tne demand from 
many sources, the gallenes, the na- 
tional and state governments, and 
from schools, an enterprise of great 
magnitude has been planned, its pur- 
pose being to bring the best modern 
art to the service of American history. 
It is a matter of much more than ordi- 
nary significance that this historical 
art shall be true historically. 

Among the paintings of this histori- 
cal art which were exhibited in Me- 
moriat Continental hail during the con- 
gress of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, April 13 to 20, 1912, 
was one, “The Birth of the Flag,” by 
Henry Mosler. 

The scene that Mr. Mosler had 
chosen for his painting is one of great 
significance and romantic irnterest—the 
first flag of our country being made by 
Betsy Ross in the little house which 
is still standing in Arcb street, Phil- 
adelphia. It was ordered of Betsy 
Ross in May, 1777, by a committee of 
congress, consisting of George Wash- 
ington, Robert Morris and Colonel 
Ross 

Mr. Mosler based his work on careful 
sketches made in the little Arch street 
nouse, and on thorough historical re- 
search. With its intelligent and real- 
istic treatment the scene lives for us 
upon the canvas. 

Four Women Seen. 

A group of four beautiful women 
attired in the coloniaJ dress are seen 
in this little room, !ndustriously sew- 
ing upon the flag as they are seated on 
hassocks. One of the number !s stand- 
ing holding the side of the flag. thus 
displaying the blue fleld with a circle 
of thirteen white -stars. Falling ‘n 
graceful folds around the other three 
maidens as they are “plying needle 
and thread,” the alternate stripes of 
read and white are clearly seen.

Many State Intistutions at Milledge- 
ville. 

Anywhere in Georgia when Mil- 
ledgeville is mentioned a smile is pro- 
duced, for right promptly people think 
of the asylum, and they usually say 
something indicating the general 
opinion that exists in the minds of 
those who have never visited the old 
capitol city—that Milledgeville is just 
a big crowd of lunatics—that every- 
body down here is bug-house. The 
Milledgeville citizens is very accus- 
tomed to the joker, in fact, he always 
expects to be jollied when his home 
town is mentioned. 

There is a natural and logical rea- 
son why Milledgeville and the asylum 
are so intimately associated in the 
minds of Georgians, for when the 
capitol was moved to Atlanta, awav 
back in the 60’s, this city was robbed 
of that which gave her prime import- 
ance—she was only a has-been when 
spoken of as the capital city. 

But the asylum was left here and 
all through these years it has grown 
and grown and is still growing. There 
are people in Georgia who have for- 
gotten that Milledgeville was once 
the capital-—-they never think of it— 
there are hundreds who never knew it 
was—but it is doubtful if there is one 
who does not Know that the state asy- 
lum is located here. 

Milledgeville in 


- 


itself is a busy, 
beautiful little city. The state in re 
cent years has located here, because 
of the central situation and proper- 
ties and lands owned incident to the 
old state government, other intistu- 
tions, viz: the Georgia Normal and 
college, the Georgia Mill- 
tary college, the state reformatory 
and the state prison farm. All of these 
give individually and add much to 
the state wide prominence of the city, 
but beyond question, that which dis- 
tinguishes Milledgeville most of all 
is the big state sanitarium. 

The institution is situated out two 
miles from this city, at the end of a 
beautiful avenue. When visitors to 
the city are being shown the sights 


‘the sanitarium is always one of the 


principle places in the itinerary. 
Some Striking Figures. 
Few people in Georgia have an ac- 


‘curate knowledge of the immensity of 


the buildings and grounds and the 
population of this institution. Some 
figures and comparisons may prove 
interesting and may serve to make 
fixed some of its proportions. 

The state’s property consists of 
2000 or more acres of land, fifteen 
or twenty large buildings with a total 
floor space that would cover more 
than twenty-five acres. 

The total number of patients during 
the year 1912 was 4,527. The inmates 
today numbers 3,504, more people 
than the entire population of such 
sized Georgia cities as Barnesville 
and Washington, and adding to the pa- 
tients, the employees and families 
connected with the institution, a city 
as large as LaGrange, Cartersville or 
Cordele. 

The following table will give some 
idea of the cost of maintaining the 
Sanitarium. The figures are entirely 
accurate and are taken from the 69th 
annual report for the year 1912:

Particularly pleasing in this direc- 
tion is the organization a year or more 
ago of a brass band through the ef- 
forts of the medical _ staff. Many 
Georgians made private contributions 
toward this end and perhaps nothing 
has added more to the pleasure of the 
patients than the weekly concerts 
given by this band. 

In all the wards recreation rooms 
are provided, pianos and games are 
placed for the use of the inmates. 

May of the patients enjoy to the 
fullest the walks and rambles upon 
which they are taken daily thorugh 
the beautiful woods and meadows that 
surround the sanitarium. They come 
laden with wild flowers and 
shrubs of the season with which they 
decorate and make attractive their 
rooms and halls. 

All these things have a great ‘ten- 
dency to relieve the sadness and 
gloom that necessarily abounds in an 
institution of this kind, and amidst it 
all there are many bright and cheer- 
ful sides that are not generally known 
to exist to many who have a mistaken 
idea that an asylum is only a place 
of cheerless surroundings and dismal 
confinement. 

Many Patients Cured. 

A large per cent of the patients an- 
nually coming to the sanitarium are 
restored to health sooner or later and 
sent back to their homes. It is often 
difficult to prevail upon the convales- 
cent patient to remain a sufficient 
time for complete recovery so eager 
are they to get home. 

In the government 
tion there are very few mishaps. With 
a constituency such as this one can 
naturally know that there are many 
for accidents. The patient's 
welfare and comfort is SafeZuarded 
on all sides, and any neglect or mal- 
treatment severely punished when 
it comes to the ears of the manage- 
ment.

A 
large bakery is operated in connection 
With the culinary department, also an 
ice factory with cold storage rooms 
for meats, «dairy products, vegetables 
and fruits. 

Anyone viSiting the sanitarium 
should by all means gee the splendidly 
equipped dairy and the large herd of 
Holstein and Jersey cows that furnish 
large quantities of fresh milk and but- 
ter to be used for the invalid patients. 

Also, another interesting feature is 

Farm Conducted by Patients. 
the large farm known as the colony 
farm, which cultivated by colored 
male patients principally, having abour 
one hired man to every ten patients to 
work with them and take care of 
them 

This farm has been brought up to a 
high State of cultivation and the 
Products largely augment the food sup- 
ply of the institution. Aside from an 
abundant supply of fresh vegetables 
for daily table use, cantaloupes, water- 
melons, grapes and peaches, this col- 
ony farm yearly produces 8,000 or 
19,000 bushels of corn, 4,000 or more 
bushels of oats, 5,000 bushels of sweet 
potatoes, a large supply of hay, fodder 
and corn silage. 

This farm was begun to be developed 
by the sanitarium authorities ten or 
fifteen years ago, On a tract of land 
in the piney woods sectian lying two 
miles south, acquired by the state for 
fuel purposes. After largely coOnsum- 
ing it, the Sanitarium began in A&A 
small way to open it up for cultiva- 
tion. Today it is one of the most pro- 
ductive and attractive farms in the 
State of Georgia. 

Splendid Results Being Secured. 

The management of this great state 
hospital for the insane is supervised 
by a board of ten appointed by the 
governor. The personnel of the pres- 
ent board includes men prominent in 
business, medical and soclological cir- 
cles from different parts of the state. 

Contrast with such a humilitarian 
institution seems to get a firm’ grip 
upon these trustees, and they serve 
their trust with a deep and unselfish 
devotion. 

Hon. John T. Brantley, of Black- 
shear, is president of the board and 
has been for many years. No man in 
Georgia is rendering more efficient 
and beautiful patriotic service. 

President Brantley, in speaking of 
the work of the sanitarium looking to 
its greater efficiency, said: 

“The insane persons committed to 
the sanitarium may be divided breuadly 
into two classes—the incurable and 
the curable. To the first named it fur- 
nishes a haven, a safe asylum for life. 
To the second named it furnishes, or 
should, a hospital where every oppor- 
tunity known to modern science is af- 
forded for recovery. 

“It is well equipped for the first, 
but poorly so for the latter. Its great- 
est need in this respect is for a 
psychopathic hospital, furnished with 
everything modern science has found 
of value in the treatment of insanity, 
and made just as cheerful within and 
without as is possible to make it. 

‘Such an addition would enable the 
complete separation of the curables 
from the incurables, a vital factor in 
their successful treatment. The 
cheerful surroundings would aid in 
lifting the depression incident ta 
mental diseases. It would furnish a

Here the board, 
the superintendent, the clinica] direc- 
tor and assistant physicians meet in 
One common effort to advance its ef- 
ficiency. 

The medical staff that supports 
Superintendent Jones in this depart- 
ment consists of fifteen or more 
Physicians skillful as alienists, path- 
Ologists, surgeons who have a high 
rating in the profession. 

The nurses training schoo} is an 
important adjunct and many of the 
attendants, both male and female, age 
availing themselves of the opportuni- 
ties afforded and are taking the 
course, Each year the graduating class) 
is growing larger.and larger and in 
this way many well educated nurse? 
are constantly being added te 
service. 

To look after the constant wants of 
the patients tn their lives on the many 
wards, in the inclosed yards and the 
recreation grounds two or three hun- 
dred attendants are kept in steady 
employment. These attendants in their 
daily work among the patients have 
many and varied experiences, and to 
do their difficult work is required 
patience, kindness -and often much 
courage. There are many noble men 
and women in this department of the 
sanitarium. 


More Room Needed by Asylum. 

It is absolutely urgent ‘hat more 
room be provided for negro patients. 
The present quartere contain more 
than a thousand patients, and are 
crowded te the danger line, and their 
sanitary conditions thus erowded can 
correctly be surmised. 

It is proposed to build an annex to 
the largest building used for negroes, 
since it can be served from the the 
present kitchen and heating plant, and 
the board also hopes that the new 
building will carry a chapel or amuse- 
ment hall, as neo such provision has 
heretofore been made for them. 

Captain T. H. DeSaussure, the sani- 
tarium’s efficient engineer, estimates 
that this building will cost $95,000. 

The board also recognizes the im- 
portance of making provision for the 
comfort and well-being of the white 
female nurses. At present there is no 
place where they can gather for so- 
Clal pleasure when off duty—also they 
must obtainrest and sleep on the 
wards upon which they are employed. 
The sanitarium equipment should in- 
clude a nurses’ hall for their use asa 
home. Such a dormitory is necessary 
and better service from these faithful 
women might reasonably be expected 
when this need is “supplied. 
timated that such a dormitory can be 
muilt £8 $40,000. 

Chairman Brantley, in his interview, 
has spoken of the urgent. need of a 
suitably equipped hospital for the re- 
cent and acute cases of insanity, in 
which alone rests the hope of recov- 
ery.

SCHOOL CENSUS 
INCREASE 109 IN 5 YEARS 


Lyerly, Ga., June 7,.—<Special.)—The 
school population of this county has 
increased 109 in the past five years, ac- 
cording to the census which has just 
been taken of each schoo! district of 
the county. There are 4,107 children 
of school age, 3,293 of this amount be- 
ing white children and 814 negro chil- 
dren In 1908 there were 3,998 school 
children in the county, showing an 
increase of 109.

THE SELLING APPROACH, 

There is probably no harder prob- 
lem which faces the young salesman 
than when he has to approach one of 
the “big” men and try to sell him 
goods. Contrary to the doctrine that 

Our greatest work, however, was 
“all men are free and equal,” the junior 
traveler frequently feels that there is 
a wide difference between diffrent 
people he calls on and some times tre 
words “merchant prince” means to him 
a man as hard to approach as a prince 
of the royal house surrounded by 
guards and secretaries. The awe which 
roylty inspires through material dis- 
play, a big merchant inspires through 
the very gize of his business and the 
numbers of people he has in his em- 
ploy. This problem can only be over- 
come by persistent work, but the sales- 
man must remember that the remedy 
lies wholely with himself. 

Many a young salesman has ieft 
his hotel with his samples to 
gO and call on A prospective 
customer and merchant and marched 
bravely around the _ first corner, 
to go a little slower around the 
second and 80 on until, when he 
comes to the place of call he first 
hesitateg and then goes right past and 
walks around the block instead. Pos- 
sibly after a round or two he will 
screw up his courage and go in or 
maybe he will go back to his room 
at the hotel and sit there until his 
courage has again returned and then, 
metaphorically shutting his eyes, g0 
in and be so flustered that he forgets 
all his selling arguments and backs 
out feeling little and cheap. 

But the next time he gets a similar 
attack he will not hesitate quite so 
long before entering and each time he 
will improve a little until soon he has 
discovered the fact that no matter 
how big’ a man’s name may be over 
hig store, he rarely weighs more than 
the average in actual bulk and as a 


general rule, the bigger a man he is 
in a business was the easier he ig 


to approch with a straightforward 
business proposition. 

That is one fact which every young 
salesman would do well to remember 
and keep repeating to himself. In 
nine cases out of ten the bigger the 
man he approaches the more courteous 
he will find him. In this day and 
time a man who is abrupt and rude 
generally is filling some little job 
which only makes the salesman smile 
when the man is discourteous. 

For a number of years the writer 
sold goods over a -territory covering 
several states. The line carried was 
such that every class of business man 
was called upon, from the millionaire 
manufacturer to the corner retailer. 

In every case except one the men 
who refused to give courteous atten- 
tion to the proposition were the men 
who ran the smallest stores and in 
most cases did ntheir own clerking. 
The only big’ manufacturer, big mer- 
chant or professional man who refused 
to listen was a certain manufacturer 
who was notorious through his entire 
state for his grouchiness and discourt- 
esy and whose business increased over 
50 per cent:the first year after his 
own retirement. 

There ig no better training for the 
young salesman than for him to mix, 
with big business men. See them as 
much as possible and remember that 
there is nothing to fear from the man 
himself, it is only his business which 
makeg him awe-inspiring. A certain 
firm had a salesman who suffered from 
this bashfulness. They sold heating 
fixtures for residences and there was 
a prospect of gelling a fixture for the 
white house in Washington. The 
president at that time had expressed 
a desire to meet the salesmen for fix- 
tures in person and understand thor- 
oughly the different features. The 
house in question sent this particular 
salesman, and, although he didn't make 
that sale, the experience of talking 
with the president gave him such con- 
fidence that he never hesitated after 
that to call on any one else and he be- 
came a star salesman for the house 
in a very short time.

LITIGATION HAS OUTLIVED THREE GREAT ATTORNEYS 


After Dragging Through Courts 14 Years 


Many Sensational Features 
Have Developed During 
the Long, Weary Years 
Through Which the Case 
Has Stretched. 


Macon, Ga, June  17.—(Special.)— 
Through fourteen long, weary years 
the litigation of the now famous Huff 
case has dragged its way through the 
mysterious maze of legal red tape, out- 
living the two lawyers who brought 
the original action placing the estate 
of the venerable ex-mayor in the 
hands of the court, as well as the re- 
celver who was appointed to take 
charge of his assets. And the end is 
not yet in sight. 

The case has not been without its 
Sensational features, for out of it grew 
the arrest and conviction of the prin- 
cipal, W. A. Huff, now in his eighty- 
second year, on the charge of contempt 
of court through the of his vitriolic 
pen in an attack on the judicial char 
acter of the judge under whose juris- 
diction the case has wended its way. 

Out of it has also come the threat 
of this same principal to bring im- 
peachment charges before congress 
with a view of having Judge Emory 
Speer, the trial judge, removed from 
office for allewed abuse of his officisi 
position. 

Neither Judge John I. Hall and 
J. Wimberly, the attorneys 
brought the original action on 
of Huff's creditors, nor Clem P. 
the receiver first named by the court, 
lived to see the finish of their work, 
and it is possible that still others con- 
nected with the case may be called 
to the great beyond before the last 
word is written, for at this writing 
certain phases of the case have again 
begun their journey to the higher 
court, thereby prolonging tke litiga- 
tion still further. 

Appeal Followed by Appeal. 

Appeal has followed appeal until the 
case has now been before the court of 
appeals for the third time, the final 
appeal coming only a few days ago, 
foilowing the rendering of the final 
decree ordering the distribution of th-= 
assets within the registry of the court 
‘Once the lower court has been 
versed and with that reversal came a 
saving to Colonel Huff of $10,000. The 
court had decreed that Huff should pay 
to the executors of the estates of the 
twe attorneys who brought the orig- 
inal action against him the sum of 
$10,000, and to this Huff objected, be- 
lieving that if these lawyers were en- 
titled to anything they should ure 
their remuneration from the parties 
who employed them. 

The court of appeals took this same 
view of it and two years ago reversed 
the lower court, which in turn then 
reduced the award to the attorneys to 
a little less than $7,000, and ordered 
each of the creditors sharing in the 
funds +o pay 10 per cent of the amount 
dagecreed them to a fund to be set aside 
for the attorneys. 

Different Viewpoints of Case. 

The Huff case has two sides, accord- 
ing to which side you view it from. 

If you look at it from the Huff angle 
and through the Huff eyes you prob- 
ably see an old man on the Drink of 
the grave being grievously wronged by 
ihe power of those in the seats of the 
mighty by holding from him and his 
children the fruits of the labor of the 
best years of his life; you see him pay- 
ing interest on the claims of his cred- 
itors, while his own fund of almost 
$100,000 reposes quietly in the banks 
through lo, these many yeans, without 
drawing one cent of interest; you see 
the two-sevenths interest of his chil- 
dren in the estate taken to pay the 
debts of thejr father. 

These and many other injustices can 
be seen through the eyes of Huff. They 
are observing eyes and have not been 
dimmed in the least by their long 
Vigil. 

But a glance through eyes placed at 
a different angle will show you the 
scales being held aloft, and justice, 
tempered with mercy, but always with 
the one thought—that of protecting the 
interests of those who may be involved 
—being meted out. Through these eyes 
you see an estate hopelessly insolvent, 
Placed in the hands of the court, whera, 
through judicious handling through a 
term of years, due in part to delays 
caused by appeals, reach the _ point 
where it becomes solvent again, each 
creditor receiving dollar for dollar. 

It is a picture that does not grate 
on the eye, but gives a wholesome re- 
spect for the courts which have long 
ago become recognized as the back- 
bone of the nation. 

But, as stated before, it all depends 
on which set of eyes you uge. There 
is no doubt but that it is seen both 
ways in Macon. 

Immense Cost of Litigation. 

The records show that when the 
recent final decree of the court was 
made there was within the registry 
of the court about $94,000, though the 
original claims of the creditors 
amounted to a sum under $40,000. Dur- 
ing the long term of years through 
which the litigation has passed the 
creditors have drawn interest on their 
claims until now the tnterest amounts 
to a sum even greater than the princi- 
pal The court costs, all of which 
must come out of the Huff funds, 
amounting to about $15,000, go to swell 
this amount. 

What thas been paid out in attorney 
fees, there is no way of telling, for 
there have been an almost endless num- 
ber of attorneys employed in the 
as representatives of interested 
ties. Their fees, however, mount 
the thousands and apparently are 
no*means ended at this time, for three 
the creditors have joined with Colo- 
+ Huff in his appeal, objecting to be- 
‘ing taxed 10 per cent of their judg- 
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the attorneys who brought the original 


petition against Huff. 
Not a Case in Bankruptcy. 

The Huff case is not a case in bank- 
ruptcy, but a bill in equity, filed Au- 
gust 5, 1899, by Hall & Wimberly, a 
firm composed of John J. Hall and Olin 
J. Wimberly, in the United States cir- 
cult court in Macon, before Judge Em- 
ory Speer, for the appointment of a 
receiver and for seizure and adminis- 
tration of all the assets of W. A. Huff, 
for the payment of his indebtedness to 
William L. Bidwell, of Connecticut, 
and F. E. Woodford, executor, New 
York, their claims aggregating $4,100, 
principal, and for the payment of all 
the other indebtedness of Huff, con- 
gisting of mortgages, judgments and 
taxes, all aggregating about $30,000. 

The property seized consisted of what 
was known as the Kimball House and 
lot on the corner of Cherry and Fourth 
streets, what was knownas the Armory 
property, consisting of 21 smal) tene- 
ments in the southern part of the city; 
the home place of the family, consist- 
ing of 14 acres on the Forsyth road,

Huff's Life Filled With Activity. 

In all the eighty-two long years 
of Colonel W. A. Huff’s life there has 
not been one that has not been filled 
with activity. Born on the farm, as 
a boy he underwent all the hardships 
and rigors of such a life; frequently, 
it is said, hauling wood through the 
streets of the city of Macon, of which 
he later served many years as mayor. 

As a young man he worked at ralil- 
roading, coming from the lowest posi- 
tion to that of conductor and for sev- 
eral years he “pulled a bel] line” 
through many a lomg night and busy 
day. 

Later he entered 
business in Macon 
years was one of the 
wholesale merchants. 

It was in 1870 that Colonel Huff 
was elected mayor of Macon and he 
held that office for ten years, during 
the reconstruction period when it took 
a man of courage and ability to do 
the things that needed to be done. One 
of his monuments that will live long 
after he is gone is Central City park, 
where the annual Georgia gtate fairs 
are held, 

After retiring from the mayoralty 
Colonel Huff was honored with three 
successive terms in the state legisla- 
ture and those who know say that he 
was one of the most progressive, 
practical and valuable members of 
that body and during a portion of the 
time he was a member of the legisla- 
ture served as chairman of the finance 
committee. 

Out of Politics for 15 Years. 

After retiring from the jegislature 
Colonel Huff kept out of politics for 
fifteen years until the last Miller- 
Moore mayoralty race, when he took 
the stump for Mayor Moore and made 
some striking speeches.

For two years he

eleven days ‘before the election for 
water commissioners after the city 
assumed control of the local plant he 
announced his candidacy and called on 
his friends for support. Theat he was 
popular was shown by the fact that he 
received the next highest vote out of 
a field of five or six and was elected 
for the four-year term. 

Today to look at the man one would 
hardly take him to be 82 years of age. 
He is of a restless, nervous tempera- 
ment and tireless and indomitable in 
the advocacy of the things he thinks 
is right. 

The Famous Huff “Cireulars.” 

The Huff “circulars” are famous in 
Georgia. Whenever he has a subject 
which he desires to discuss with the 
public and over which he does not 
care to have the blue pencil of the 
newspaper editor travel] he sends his 
copy to the print shop, has several 
thousand circulars struck off and has 
been knonwn to take them out himself 
and distribute them. His latest effort 
along this jine, but which he has not 
yet put into .effect, is to the publica- 
tion of the letters which he sent to 
Judge Speer and which brought about 
the charge of contempt of court 
against him. He is said to have had 
several thousand of these circulars 
printed. 

Colonel Huff rises every morfltnge 
between 6 and 86 o’clock and after a 
simple breakfast, which he elways 
enjoys just as he did in his younger 
days, he goes to the library and there 
spends most of his hours. The library 
is his “child’’ and much of his own 
income he gives toward its support. 
The city and county each contribute 
$35 a month, but that amount Is not 
sufficient to keep the institution run- 
ning.

It was alleged in the bill that Huff 
was insolvent and that his property 
was so involved in judgments and 
other liens that it was necessary to 
seize all and bring in all creditors 
and claimants, amomg the latter his 
son, Edison Huff, and his daughter, 
Mrs. Jennings, who claimed two-sev- 
enths interest in all the property. 

Huff Denies Insolvency.

also denied his insolvency, claiming 
that his assets were largely in excess 
of all his Nabilities and that there was 
no cause for a receivership. The 
court held that he was insolvent and 
made Clem P. Steed permanent receiv- 
er, he having already been made tem- 
porary receiver and having seized all 
the property. 

After this the court rendered the final 
decree in January, 1906, in favor of 
all the creditors, holding that Huff was 
insolvent, and deferring action on ‘the 
claims of Edison Huff and Mrs. Jen- 
nings, except as to the Kimball House 
property and a part of a tract of the 
suburban land, as to which it allowed 
their claims. 

In the decree all the property 
ordered sold by the receivers, E. 
Mallary and J. F. Cone, they having 
succeeded Mr. Steed after his death: 

First Appeal Made. 

Huff and his children appealed from 
this decree, assigning error in the 
overruling of the demurrer and the 
appointment of the receiver. 

It was recited in the decrees that 
there was no objection to the appoint- 
ment of the receiver, Dut Huff and his 
children denied this and so did Alex- 
ander Proudfit, who was the represent- 
ative of the defendants at the time, 
At this time arose a misunderstanding 
which resulted in Proudfit’s retiring 
from the case. Hon. T. S. Felder and 
Hon. A. L. Miller took up the conduct 
the case and tried it in the court 
of appeals. 

That court 
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but based its 
affirmation of the appointment of the 
receiver on the sole ground of the 
“seeminge’’ consent of the defandants, 
and ordered the original plaintiffs to 
pay all the costs of the temporary re- 
ceivershiip, amounting to seven or eight 
hundred dollars. 

After this Colonel 
and Mr. Mallary found purchasers for 
the Kimball Flouse property and the 
lot on which the state Academy for 
the Blind is now situated, at private 
sale, about $33,000 being raised, and by 
consent this sum, less the two-sev- 
enths belonging to Edison Huff and 
Mrs. Jennings, was paid to the cred- 
itors entitled to it.

Huff and his children, apprehending 
the property being so considerable in 
value might be sacrificed if sold as 
advertised, through their attorneys, Mr. 
Felder and Mr. DuPont Guerry, who 
had also become connected with the 
litigation, appealed to the court to 
stop the sale, and to have the property 
more fully advertised. This Judge 
Speer declined to do and ordered the 
sale to proceed. 

The property was first sold in par- 
cels for $77,000 and was then sold al- 
together and brought $70 more. 

The defendants objected to confirm- 
ation on difierent grounds and espe- 
Clally because more land had been sold 
than necessary to the extent of thou- 
Sands of dollars and contended that 
the sales of parcels ghould be con- 
firmed for a sufficient amount to pay 
the debts and costs, and no more. 

Second Appeal Made. 

The court overruled the objections of 
the defendants and 
tire sale, and the defendants appealed, 
and again the court above affirmed the 
court below. 

In the meantime Olin Wimberly had 
died, and after the decision in the 
court of appeals, Judge John I. Hall 
and Mrs. Wimberly applied for fees out 
of the fund in court, on the ground 
that they had been instrumental in 
producing it for the benefit of all con- 
cerned. 

The defandants objected to the pay- 
ment of this claim out of the excess 
of the fund coming to them, because 
Hall & Wimberly had represented the 
other side of the case and had in no 
way benefited them. The master, Mr. 
Talley, however, recommended that 
$10,000 be paid out of this excess and 
over the objection of the defendants 
the court confirmed his report. 

Third Appeal Is Successful. 

The defendants, represented by 
Felder and Mr. Guerry, appealed 
the judgment of Judge Speer was this 
time reversed, the court of appeals 
holding that Messrs. Hall & Wimberly 
had no lawful claim against the de.- 
fendants for their fee. 

The latter asked the court 
peals for a rehéaring and the same 
was refused. They then sought a 
hearing before the supreme _ court, 
which, in October last, also refused a 
hearing.

Fourth Appeal Now Pending. 

The court taxed the defendants with 
all the costs and expenses of the long 
litigation, which, including the Proud- 
fit fee, but not including that of Hall 
& Wimberly, amounts to about $15,000 
and all the interest to date of claim 
and henceforth until payment, and 
several thousand dollars attorneys fees 
covered by contracts sued on. 

The court did not pass on the claims 
of Edison Huff and Mrs. Jennings at 
all, but disposed of the proceeds of 
the sale of their two-seventh interest 
in the property by directing that this 
sum be paid to the creditors.
